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rREATY WITH SPAIN 

It will be seen, by an article which we copy in- 
to the National Kegister to-day, from the Nation- 
gl Intelligencer, that a treaty has been at last con-! 
eluded between the United States and Spain, on 
gli the points in controversy between the two na- 
tions. Mr. Adams, the Secretary of thé Depart- 
ment of State, the American negotiator; Mr. De 
Onis the Spanish negotiator. By this treaty the 
Sabine is constituted the extreme south-western 
boundary of the United States; and, thence, the 
Jine runs obliquely. to the 42d degree of north 
latitude; and is to follow that parallel to the 
Pacific Ocean. ‘The British convention of the 
0th of October last, fixes our northern bound- 
ary along the 49th parallel of latitude, from the 
Lake of the Woods. We run, therefore, from 
about the Stony Mountains, or a little on this side 
of them, with a breadth of seven degrees of ter- 
ritory entirely across the continent; and, for the 
first time, our government begins to see its way 
tothe Northern Pacific Ocean with any thing like 
a Clear and definite view of sovereignty. 

It wil be remembered that we had contended 
for a boundary to the Louisiana purchase as far as 
the Rio del Norte. By the treaty with Spain we 
give up about four degrees of maritime frontier 
on the Gulf of Mexico: very valuable indeed, but 
the surrender of which is fully justified by 
the cession of the Floridas by Spain, which puts 
anend to all animosity, gives us 4 fine-territory, 
and good harbors directly in the vicinity of Cuba 
and the adjacent islands. The five millions of 
dollars which our government is to pay to Ameri- 
can citizens for spoliations by Spanish and French 
cruisers, is a mere song, when put in the scale 
against this grand and invaluable purchase. 

What will be the effect of this wide spread of 
our dominion? Will it or will it not tend to weak- 
en our confederation? Are we to have members 
of Congress coming to Washington by the way of 
Cape Horn? or, for their convenience, and that of 
commerce, shall we cut a canal at the Isthmus of 
Darien? Will not our position on the Florida 
shore fill our heads with naval notions, and push 
us on to naval enterprises? In truth, for the last 
seventeen years we have gone on swimmingly. 











In 1802 we had nota single league of coast on the 
Gulf of Mexico: and now, counting from the Sa- 
bine to the St. Mary’s, we reckon about thirteen 
degrees of longitude upon the borders of the 
Ocean which we did not possess in 1802. It is 
thus we stride, from object to object; and sha'l 
evenitially light upon the banks of the river Co- 
‘umbia and the shores of the Pacific! What mag- 
nificent prospects open upon us! (We sincerely 
rejoice at the rising grandeur of our country.— 
We rejoice that liberty and law are destined to 
prevail over so large a portion of the globe. At 
ihe first thought, it would appear that such an ex- 
tent of territory could not hang very long toge- 
ther: but if we look narrowly into the matter, we 
shall find that the state governments, as at present 
organized, possess a conservative power which 
enables them on the instant to protect them- 
selves, without the necessity of waiting for or- 
ders from the national government; and this very 
power will induce them to adhere longer and with 
more firmness to the confederation than any other 
principle whatever. There are, however, many 
good men who have serious fears on this head; 
and who apprehend that, by travelling too far 
westward, the balauce of union will be broken by 
separate interests, and that two or three nations 
may spring up in the place of one. Whatever 
basis there may be for apprehensions of this kind, 
it wil! still be a consolation to find the contiguous 
parts settled by peoplé of the same family, habits, 
education, manners, and language, who will, from 
old recollections and present interests, cling to 
each other in any great line of policy which may 
be salutary fer the whole. 

The treaty with Spain must be sent to Madrid, 
for the ratification of his Catholic Majesty, and 
the ratifications be exchanged, before it will be 
promulgated or be binding: ‘his will take up 
about six months; so that we do not expect to 
have the pleasure of perusing the imstrument un- 
til] August next. At peace with all the world, our 
rulers have now little else to do than to study 
economy, prosecute internal improvements, ame- 
liorate our code of jurisprudence, and give en- 
couragement to the arts and sciences. 

S ahtiteteiemnl 
BANK OF THE UNITED STATES, 

The reader will perceive, by the proceedings 
under our congressional head, that there has been 
a great reaction in favor of the Bank of-the U. S. 
and the stock begins to rise accordingly. But, will 
it ever rise to 150 again? Will the speculators who 
bought in at that price, with a view of selling out at

175 ever realize the price at which they purchased? 
We should suppose not; and it is to be hoped 
that the community will frown upon any attemp 
to renew the artifices which formerly raised th: 
stock so high. It is now probable, we think, that 
nothing more will be done by congress in the ai- 
fair, than merely to correct some of the grosser 
vices of the institution, leaving the minor ones to 
be rectified by the public interest, operating 
through individual channels. Much stress is 
placed upon the purifving abilities of Mr. Curves, 
who, it seems, is to be the new President of the 
institution. Without attributing to this gentle- 
man the abilities of either Moses or Joshua, we 
readily suppose him to be possessed of common 
probity and common discretion; and these quali- 
ties alone will suffice to restore the confidence of 
the community in this much debased establish- 
ment. 

There are those who conéeive that the conduct 
of the late president and directors has been as- 
sailed with too much violence. Yet, if we reflect 
a moment, we may very naturally conclude, that, 
if the violence of assault, through the medium of 
the newspapers, had been less, the impression 
would have been fainter, and the misguided offi- 
cers of the Bank, instead of resigning their 
places, as they very properly have done, would 
have held on, and have eventually brought the 
institution into utter contempt. As it is, a puri- 
fication has taken place; the bank re-ascends in 
the general estimation; a worthy man succeeds 
to the Presidency; and we may still hope for some- 
thing like a circulating medium of par value every

Sir,—1 have the honor to enclose herewith, the 
deposition of Samuel Jervais, which, taken in con- 
nexion with other accounts recently received 
from Apalacnacola, and a letter from lieutenant 
colonel Saffold, of the territorial militia, a copy of 
which is also enclosed, leave little doubt that 
these deluded savages meditate a renewal of the 
war upon our frontier inhabitants. 

1 shall visit feris Montgomery and Claiborne, 
and endeavor to ascertain, without loss of time, 
the real designs of the Indians; and should they 
be for war, shall assemble a force to meet them. 

‘The remains of the 2d and Sd regiments infan- 
try are now at the Pass Christian, and may be 
brought to this frontier in a few days; and added 
to tue remains of the 24th and 39th, now at fort 
Montgomery, wul give usa force of near L000 men. 
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With this force I shall be able to keep the Indi 
in check, and with another thousand, to co ‘ 
it of Choctaws and volunteers, I should feel - 
ficiently strong to make a decisive stroke upon “A 
depots at Apalachacola, which 1 persuade myself 
the government may be at liberty to sanction for 
until these depots (‘if they really exist.) are destro 
ed, our frontier cannot but continue to be extremely 
insecure, +.* 

Iam unable to say, how far the statement of 
Jervais is entitled to credit; but I have examined 
him attentively, and am under a strong impres- 
sion that he has stated the truth; and that the 
supplies mentioned in his deposition, are not mig. 
taken for those delivered last fall, but have really 
been delivered since the ratification of the treaty had 
been officially announced to the British troops at Apa. 
lachacola. ‘Vhese supplies were, however, brought 
to Apalachacola previous to the ratification of the 
treaty. ° 

I have ordered the commanding officers of posts 
and corps, to hold their commands ready for ac. 
tive service; and have taken measures to prepare 
asmall train of light artillery, witha proper supply 
of fixed ammunition, tools, camp equipage, &e, 
&e. for an Indian campaign. Whilst Spain per- 
mits our enemy to assemble forces. and make mi- 
litary depots for our annoyance, within her terri. 
tory, surely she can make no reasonable objec- 
tion to our visiting those depots. Besides, Spain 
is expressly bound by treaty “ to restrain by force 
all hostilities on the part of the Indian nations 
living within her boundary.” If she does not re- 
strain them, we may conclude that she endea- 
vored to do so, but is unable. Can she blame us, 
then, for restraining them ourselves?

Samuel Jervais, being duly sworn, states, that 
ne has been a sergeant of marines in the British 
service for thirteen years past. That about a 
month ago he left Apalachacola, where he had © 
been stationed for several months. ‘That the Eng- 
lish coionel, Nicholls, had promised the hostile 
Indians at that place, a supply of arms, and ammu- 
nition, @ large quantity of which had been delivered 
to them a few daus before his departure, and after 
the news of u peace between England and the United 
States being confirmed, had reached Apalachacola. 
‘That among the articles delivered were, of can- 
non four 12 pounders; one howitzer, and twe 
cohorns; about three thousand stand of small 
arms, and near three thousand barrels of powder 
and ball. That the British left with the Indians 
vetween three and four hundred negroes, taken 
trom the United States, principally from Louis- 
sana. That the arms and ammunition were for the 
use of the Indians, and negroes, for the purpose, a8 
it was unders.ood, uf war with the United States. 
That the Indians were assured by the British 
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commander, that according to the treaty of Ghent | 
all the lands, ceded by the Creeks, in treaty with | 
general Jackson, were to be restored; otherwise 
the Indians must fight for those lands, and that the 
British would in a short time assist them.

Sin,——! returned last night from fort Montgo- 
mery, where, though unable to obtain satisfactory 
information, as to the hostile intentions of the 
Creek Indians, I learned that two of the party, 
mentioned in my last, had been killed, and some 
others wounded: and that the Indians had after- 
wards killed two of our citizens, a Mr. West, and 
another, whose name, my informant, colonel Files, 
(from the settlement of Alabama, near where the 
act was perpetrated) had forgotten. 

Some negro men, belonging to Don M‘Gill, of | 
Mobile, taken some months ago to Apalachacola, ' 
by the British, voluntarily returned a few days, 
past. Their statement of the supplies and ne- 
groes, left by the British, corresponds with that 
contained in the deposition of Jervais, enclosed 
in the letter which I had the honor to address to 
you on the 14thinst. The negroes add, that there 
are at Apalachacola nearly 800 Indians warriors, 
and that the negroes were permitted to remain 
with the Indians as freemen, or return to their 
masters, as they should elect, and that but few 
had agreed to return. 

I feel convinced that the Indians are generally 
under the impression that the lands ceded to the 
United States, by the treaty with general Jackson, 
must be restored, or that a war must ensue; and 
that their friends, the British, will re-establish 
them in the possession of these lands. 

So industriously have these impressions been 
circulated by the British and Spanish agents 
among the Indians, that so far as I can learn, not 
only the chiefs, but the common warriors, are in 
the habit of saying that the British treaty with the 
Americans gives the Indians their lands, taken by 
the treaty with general Jackson. 

Since writing the above, I have been furnished 
with the enclosed deposition of S. Dale, who is a 
major of militia.

P. S. Since closing my letter, I learn that Ni- 
cholls, said to be a colonel in the British service, 
is still at Apalachacola, and that he has 900 Indi- 
ans, and 450 negroes under arms. This account 
is brought by a very intelligent negro man, belong- 
ing to D. Kennedy, at Mobile. I think it goes to 
strengthen the accounts heretofure given, in my 
letter of the 14th instant.

Memorandum of a gentleman of respectability at 
Bermuda. 
St. George, (Bermuda,) 21st May, 1815. 
Captain Rawlins, of H. M_ ship Borer, has stated 
to me, in the course of various conversations, that 


{| at the time of his departure from Apalachacola, 


(which appcars to have been about the 20th to 
the 28th April) the British had collected upwards 
of three hundred persons, at or near Prospect 
Bluff, partly deserters from the United States, 
and partly from the Spanish Provinces of East 
and West Florida. These people had been re- 
ceived and protected by colonel Nicholls of the 
royal marines, who was stationed at that place, 
and who appears to have been under the impres- 
sion (at least he said so) that the Spanish authori- 
ties had no right to the country in that vicinity. 

Admiral Cochrane, however, appears to have 
disapproved of Nicholis’s conduct, in affording 
protection to the Spanish slaves; and had sent the 
honorable captain Spencer to Pensacola, for the 
purpose of making arrangements for their restora- 
tion; who accordingly proceeded to Apalachacola, 
with captain Pentado, named commissioner on the 
part of the Spaniards. 

It does not appear, that these gentlemen were 
successful in their mission; as it was understood, 
that the refugees were not to be coerced; but 
merely such facilities afforded to those, who voe 
luntarily agreed to return, as might be found ne- 
cessary. 

Much altercation has arisen out of this commis- 
sion, in consequence of many officers having es- 
poused the cause of the slaves; and, at one time, 
the life of captain Spencer had been threatened 
by the negroes. Captain Rawlins adds, that much 
ammunition, and a good many stands of arms, with 
some pieces of artillery, had been left with them; 
and that the fort constructed by colonel Nicholls 
would not be destroyed. 

1 have since learned, that the Carron, which 
must have sailed from Apalachacola previous to 
the Borer, is arrived at Nassau, on her way to 
Bermuda, with 176 slaves of all ages. As she is 
daily expected, and as captain Spencer is now on 
his way here, it might be as well to wait their 
arrival, before you make any official communica- 
tion to your government on the subject. It is, 
however, obvious, that were you in possession of 
the whole facts, no time ought to be lost in re- 
commending the adoption of speedy, energetic 
measures, for the destruction of a thing, held so 
likely to become dangerous to the state of Geor- 
gia. The Spaniards are not in a situation to do 
it, but I dare say would co-operate. 1 have learn- 
ed, that the whole of the slaves, brought from the 
United States, have been sent to Nova Scotia, 
with the exception of a few, that were lately 
shipped to the island of Trinidad, in H. M. ship 
the Levant; and such as have enlisted in the co-« 
lonial marines, were in these islands. A few 
stragglers have contrived to get on shore in the 
Bermudas, and by the connivance of their colo- 
nized friends, to remain, very contrary to the 
wishes of their inhabitants, who are, in general, 
desirous of getting rid of them, 

lt has been whispered (I know not with what 
truth) that the people expected in the Carron, 
who are from Louisiana, and West Florida, are 
also to be sent to Trinidad. 

The Carron is arrived; and this morning I un- 


'* derstood from Messrs. James and Michael Carron, 
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the agents of Sir Alexander Cochrane, the Carron 
was going to some part of the West Indies, un- 
questionably to ‘frinidad.

Address to the king of England, from the Indians, 
published in the English newspapers, of the 15ih 
August, 1818. 

We, the chiefs of the Muscogee nation, in full 
council assembled, on behalf of ourselves, and 
our people, do make the following requests of our 
good futher, king George, anc declare to him cer- 
tain resolutions we have come to, with our rea- 
sons for so doing. 

W-~ conceive it to be indispensably necessary 
for owr good, as well as to make us useful allics 
of Great Britain, that British officers should be 
constantly kept among us, and we request that 
our good father will grant us this favor. Since 
colonel Brown left us, we have been a prey to 
civi! dissentions, fomented and kept up by our in- 
weterate and never to be satisfied foc, the Americans; 
b: ibeir bad advice has brother been in the act of 
shedding the blood of brother, ad when the land 
becomes thus desoluted, they possess themselves 
of i so that we shall soon'be driven to the desert 
sans of the sea, from the fertile fields of otir 
for fathers; and we are told’ that the Spaniards 
will not let us trade with the British from the 
months of our rivers; we. therefore, further request,’ 
that our good father willsecire for us the mouths of 
the rivers Apulachacola, Alabama, and St. Mary’s; 
for‘? our communication is once more cut off from 
his children, we shall be totally ruined; we have 
fought and bled for him against the Americans. by 
which we have made them our more bitter ene-

the nation. And the United States, or some part 
thereef, have thought proper to run a line or 
wagon road through the Indian nation, from Hart- 
ford, in Georgia, to Mobile, in West Florida, 
without our consent, and to our great hurt and 
annoyance. 

We implore our good father that he will cause 
them to disuse the said road, and to cease all com- 
munication between them and us, as we are de. 
termine to cease haviirg any communication with 
them, and we warn all Americans to keep out of 
this nation. And whereas, that a young chief, 
called M‘Intosh, was sent with a message of re-, 
monstrance against the abovementioned road be- 
ing run, and of several other encroachments on 
the Tambigby, Cooza, and Alabams rivers; in- 
stesd of his making such remonstrance, he suffer- 
ed h'mscif to be uicked by our enemy, and un-

Extract of a letter from the Secretary of State to 
Mr. Baker, dated July.10, 1815. 
The conduct of colonel Nicholls, who has taken 
a position on the Apalachacola, within the Spanish 
territory, is, on the same principle, entitled to par- 
ticular attention; I transmit to you a copy ofa 
correspondence between him and colonel Haw- 
kins, agent of the United States with the.Creeks, 
and also an extract of a letter from major general 
Gaines, with the affidavit of Samuel Jervis, which 
suow the nature and effect.of his extraordinary 
and unjustifiable interference with. that nation. 
It appears by colonel Nicholls’s letter, . that he 
considers our treaty with the Creeks, though 
made several months before the treaty with Great 
Britain, as rendered void. by the latter, and that 
he is endeavoring to impress that opinion on 
them, and to excite them to iiostility in support 
of it; that he has supplied them with arms and 
ammunitions of war, and had actually formed a 
treaty of .alliance, offensive and defensive, with 
certain Indians, whom he.calls the Creek nation, 
which he has sent to his government for ratifica- 
tion; .that, in short, he had made Apalachacola a 
military station, at which he had collected a large 
body of Indians, and fugitive slaves from. the 
United States, evidently for hostile _ purposes, 
against the United States. The conduct of this 
_ olficer is of too marked a character to require 
_ any comment. His proceedings are utterly and 
evidently incompatible with the late treaty with 
Great Britain, and with the amicable relations es- 
tablished by it, between our countries. In cail- 
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ing your attention to these proceedings, it is not 


my object to dwell on each particular act, of 
which I complain, TU shall remark generally, that 
as the treaty with the Creeks was concluded be- 
fore the treaty of peace with Great Wriiain, the 
9th article of that treaty bas no bearing with that 
nation, and that any interference of colonel Ni- 
cholls, or other British agent, with the Creeks, 
however slight, is improper and unjustifiable. 

The President cannot doubt that the conduct 
of colonel Nicholls, and of the other Briiish 
agents, as stated in the correspondence, whici is 
communicated, is unauthorized by your govern- 
ment, and that they will be justly censured and 
punished by it. in the mean time, as you were 
particularly empowered to act in all circum- 
stances connected with the execution of the late 
treaty of peace, I am persuaded that you will :va- 
dily interpose your authority, to put an enc to 
proceedings of a nature so unwarrantable, and 
which have already produced such injurious ef- 
fects.” 

oe No. 11. 
Extract of a letter from the. Secretary of State to 
AM. Adams, dated 
Department of State, July 21st, 1815. 

The conduct of colonel Nicholls to the south 
is still more extraordinary. Having noticed it in 
sufficient detail in my letter:‘to Mr. Baker, I refer 
you to that paper for the necessary’ information 
respecting it. , 

“It may be fairly presumed, that these acts 
were not authorized by the British government; 
that they are imputable only to Indian agents, and 
those under whom they act in this country. 
They nevertheless :deserve- reprehension, which 
it is expected that-the British government will 
not hesitate to inflict.” 

: No. 12. a. 
Extracts of a letter from Mr Adams to the Secretary 
of State, stating the substance of a conversation 
with Earl Bathyrst, dated 
London, September 19th, 1815. 

“T said that the American government had 
been peculiarly concerned at the proceedings of 
colonel Nicholls, because they appeared to be 
marked with unequivocal and extraordinary 
marks of hostility.” Why, said lord Bathurst, 
to tell you the truth, colonel Nicholls is, U be- 
lieve,-a man_of activity and spirit, but a very wigl 
fellow. He did make and send over to mea 
treaty, offensive and defensive, with some Indi- 
ans;.and he -is now come over here, and has 
brought over some: of those [.dians. I sent for 
answer, that .he had no- authority whatever to 
make a treaty offensive and defensive with Indi- 
ans, and that this government would make no such 
treaty. I have sent him word, that I could not 
see him upon any such project, ‘he Indians are 
here, in great distress indeed; but we shail only 
furnish them with the means of returnipg home, 
and advise them to make their terms with the 
United States, as well as they can.” ‘“ Perceiv- 
ing that { had particularly noticed his declaration, 
that he had declined seeing colonel Nicholls, he 
said that he should, perhaps, see him upon the 
general subject of his transactions, but that he 
had declined seeing him .in regard to his treaty 
with the Indians.” 

“In this conversation, lord Bathurst’s manner, 
like that ef lord Liverpoo! in the conference 








which I had about a monta before with him, was 
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altogether good humoured and conciliatory. The 
conduct of all the officers and persons complained 
of, was explicitly disavowed; and 1 understood, 
at first, the observation of lord Bathurst that he 
had declined seeing colonel Nicholls, as an inti- 
mation that it was intended to exhibit towards 
that officer, unequivocal marks of displeasure. 
But the subsequent explanation left me to con- 
clude, that, although the disapprobation of his 
proceedings was strongly expressed to me, the 
utmost extent of it that would be shown to him, 
would be the refusal to ratify bis treaty, offensive 
and defensive, with the Lndians.”

Extract of a note from Mr. Adams to earl Bathurst, 
dated 
London, 25th September, 1815. 

“Inthe conference with your lordship with 
which I was honored on the 14th instant, I repre- 
sented to you, conformably to the instructions 
which I had received from the government of the 
United States, the proceedings of several British 
officers in America, and upon the American coast, 
marked with characters, incompatible, not only 
with those amicable relations which it is the 
earnest desire of the American government to 
restore and to cultivate, but even with the condi- 
tion of peace, which had been restored between 
the two countries by the treaty of Ghent. 

s¢ It was with the highest satisfaction that I un- 
derstood your lordship, in the name of the Bri- 
tish government, to disavow the proceedings of 
all those officers, of which it had been my duty 
to complain; and that I received from you the as- 
surance, that orders had long since been given 
for the restoration of the post of Michilimackinac 
to the United States; that instructions had been 
given to promote, by all suitable means, the res- 
toration of peace between the Indians and the 
United States; and particularly, that colonel Ni- 
cholls, in pretending to conclude a treaty offen- 
sive and defensive with certain Indians, belong- 
ing within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
had not only acted without authority, but incur- 
red the disapprobation of his majesty’s govern. 
ment.”

Extract of a letter from Mr. Adams, to the Secretary 
* of State, containing the substance of a conversu- 
tion with lord Castlereagh, dated. 
London, 8th February, 1816. 





“I next observed, that, at the other extremity 
of the United States, the Indians again appeared | 
in the shape of disturbers of the peace between | 
our countries. [ recapitulated your remonstran-} 
ces to Mr Baker, and mine, by your order, to lord | 
Bariiurst, against the conduct of colonel Nicholls; | 
that officer’s pretended treaties of alliance, offen- | 
sive and defensive, and of commerce, und navi- 
gation, with certain runaway Indians, whom he 
had seen fit to stile the Creek nation; und the very 
exceptionable manner in which he had notified! 
his transactions to the agent of the United States | 
with the Creeks, with an intimation that we were | 
to hear more about tiese treaties, when they | 
should be ratified in England. 1 mentioned that! 
Jord Bathurs: had in the most candid, and expli 
cit manner, verbally disavowed to me tiese pro- 
ceedings of colonel Nicholls; had told me tiat the 
pretended trea'y of alliance offensive and defen 
sive, had been indeed transmitted by the colonel 
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for ratification; but this government had refused 
to ratify it, and informed colonel Nicholls that 
they would agree to no such treaty; that the co- 
lonel had even brought over some of his Indians 
here, who would be sent back, with advice to 
make their terms with the United States as they 
could. These verbal assurances, | had reported 
to my government, and presumed they had been 
received with much satisfaction. Whether they 
had been repeated in a more formal manner, and 
in any written communication, L had not been in- 
formed. I had noticed the conduct of colon} 
Nicholls, in one of my notes to lord Bathurst, and 
to that part of the note had received iio answer. - 
As the complaint had also been made through 
Mr. Baker, a written answer might, perhaps, have 
been returned through that channel. My motive 
for referring to the subject now, was, that by the 
President’s message to congress, at the opening 
of the session, I perceived that the conduct of the 
Indians in that part of the United States still 
threatened hostilities, and because there, as in the 
more northern parts, the Indians would certainly 
be disposed to tranquillity and peace with the 
United States, unless they shonid have encou- 
ragement to rely upon the support of Great Bri- 
tain. Lord Castlereagh said, with a smile, that 
he had a good many treaties to lay before parlia- 
ment, but none such as those I described were 
among them.” 


No. 13 4. 
Extracts of a note from Mr. Adams to lord Castle 
reagh, dated 
London, 21st March, 1816. 

It has been more than once a painful part of 
the duty of the undersigned to represent to his 
majesty’s government, the unfriendly dispositions 
manifested by British military officers in America, 
towards the United States, since the peace be- 
tween the two countries; and to point out specific 
and unequivocal facts, by which those officers, 
far from exerting themselves to carry into effect 
the avowed object of their own government, of 
securing to the Indians who had followed the 
British standard during the war, the blessings of 
the pacification, have labored with an activity as 
restless, and a zeal as ardent as they could have 
done in the heat of war, to instigate Indians, be- 
longing within the ‘territorial jurisdiction 6f the 
United States, to continued or renewed hostility 
against them. Whenin the course of last sum- 
mer, the undersigned had the honor of exposing 
to earl Bathurst the transactions deeply marked 
with this character of colonel Nicholls, he was 
happy to receive from his lordship, verbally, at 
once the confirmation of the facts, and the disa- 
vowal of the measures. Colonel Nicholls, after the 
conclusion of the peace between his sovereign 
and the United States, not only used every effort 
in his power to urge to war against the United 
States, tribes of Indians. with whom they were 
then at peace, and who were far remote from any 
British possession whatever, but actually conclu. 
ded a pretended treaty of alliance offensive and 
defensive between some of them and Great Bri- 
tain, against the United States. Of this treaty, 
earl Bathurst, in a conference with the undersign- 
ed, expressed himself in terms of unqualified dis- 
approbation; adding that it had not been ratified 
or approved, and that no such treaty would be 
made or agreed to by Great Brita. Tn the pur- 
suit of his projects, cglonel Nicholls brought over 
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some of these Indians to England; bat as lord 
Bathurst, in the most explicit manner, assured 
the undersigned that no use of chem, hostile to 
the United States, would be made by Great Bri- 
tain, the undersigned is persuaded that deter 
mination has not been departed from by his ma- 
jesty’s government.” 

« How far the threat of Indian vengeance is be- 
coming to the humanity of British officers, or the 
dignity of their government, in a correspondence 
with the officers of a civilized nation, and ina time 
of peace, the undersigned leaves to his majesty’s 
government to decide. Neither colonel Nicholls, | 
nor colonel james, was ashamed to use it, and it 
would be treated by the undersigned as it was by | 
the officers of the United States to whom it was 
addressed, were it not his duty to remark. that in 
condescending to be the heralds of this menace, 
those officers sufficiently indicated that they un- 
derstood its being carried into execution or not, 
depended upon them; that they viewed them- 
selves as the regulators, to restrain or to license 
Indian barbarity, at their discretion; that tney, 
British military officers, called upon the civil au 
thority of the United States, to satisfy the revenge 
of Indian savages, belonging within the American 
jurisdiction, for acts committed upon the Ameri- 
can territory; threatening as the alternative, to 
let loose those savages to wreak their own ven- 
geance, in allitsfury, upon American women and 
children.” 

“Independently of the very serious character 
of these transactions in themselves, the uniler- 
signed entreats the attention of the British go- 
vernment, to the spirit by which they were dic- 
tated. This excessive earnestness of British au- 
thorities, military and civil, to hold themselves 
forth as the protectors, through right and through 
wrong, of Indians, not belonging to British territo- 
ries, however politic it may be deemed to embitter 
enmities, and to provoke hostilities between the 
Indians and the Americans, cannot but excite ani. 
mosities far more formidable between the Bri- 
tish and American nations. If persevered in, it 
must eventually, prove most pernicious and fatal 
to the Indians themselves. The occasion will 
justify the expression of the hope that orders and 
instructions will be issued to the local authorities 

‘of the British colonies in North America, which 
will leave no doubt on the minds of those invested 
with them, that the real intention of Great Britain 
towards the United States is peace.”

General Jackson to the governor of Pensacola. 

Head Quarters, Division of the South, 

Washington, M.T. 23d April, 1816. 
Sir,—I am charged by my government to make 
known to you, that a negro fort, erected during 
our late war with Great Britain, at or near the 
junction of the Chatahouchee and Flint rivers, has 
been strengthened since that period, and is now 
occupied by upwards of two hundred and fifty ne- 
roes, many of whom have been enticed away 
rom the service of their masters, citizens of the 
United States; all of whom are well clothed a .d 
disciplined. Secret practices to inveigle negrues 
from the citizens of Georgia, as well as from the 
Cherokee and Creek nations of Indians, are stili 
continued by this banditti and the hostile Creeks 
This is a state of things which cannot fail to 
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endanger the peace of the nation, and interrupt 
that good understandiny which so happily exists 
between our governments 
The principles of good faith, which always in- 
sure good neighborhood between nations, require 
the tmmediate and prompt interference gf the 
»panish authority, to parm or remove from our 
frontier this banditti, put an end to an evil of so 
serious a nature, and return to our citizens and 
friendly Indians inhabiting our territory, those ne- 
groes now in the said fort, and which have been 
stolen and enticed from them. I cannot permit 
myself to indulge a belief, that the governor of 
Pensacola, or the military commander of that 
place, will hesitate a moment in giving orders for 
this banditti to be dispersed, and the property of 
the United States forthwith retored to them, and 
our friendly Indians particularly, when I reflect 
that the conduct of this banditti is such as will not be 
tolerated by our government, and if not put down by 
Spanish authority, will compel us, in self defence, to 
destroy them. This communication is entrusted to 
captain Amelung, of the first regiment of United 
States infantry, who is charged to bring back such 
answer as you may be pleased to make to this let- 
ter. In vour answer you will be pleased to state, 
whether that fort has been built by the government 
of Spain, and whether those negroes who garrison 
it are considered as the subjects of his catholic ma. 
jesty, and if not by his catholic majesty, by whom 
and under whose orders it has been erected.

Governor Zuniga to general Jackson. 

Most Excellent Sir,—On the 24th of the pre- 
sent month, captain Amelung, of the first United 
States’ regiment, put into my hands your excel- 
lency’s letter, dated at Washington, Mississippi 
territory, on the 23d of April last, in which, after 
apprizing me, that your government had given it 
in charge to you to inform me, that the fort of the 
negroes, erected during the last war, (with Gr at 
Britain,) near the junction of the Chatahouche 
and Flint rivers, had been reinforced, and was 
now occupied by more than two hundred and 
fifty negroes, many of whom were seduced from 
the service of their masters, (who are cit zens of 
the United States,) and that all of them are well 
armed, provisioned, and disciplined; you make 
many wise reflections, with respect to the serious 
injuries, which may result from tolerating such an 
establishment, not only to those in the immediate 
neighborhood of it, by disturbing the peace of 
the nation, but likewise to the good unders:and- 
ing which happily exists between cur respective 
governments: you enter. into an investigation, to 
show what the Spanish authorities ought to do, to 
put an end to an evil of so serious a nature, in the 
mode prescribed by the principles of good faith, 
which are the foundation of friendly neighborhood 
among nations: you distinctly state, what the go- 
vernment ought immediately to do, in failure of 

hich, your government will be obliged to do it, 
co ensure the safety of the inhabitants of the

United States; and you conclude, by requesting 
me to state, in my answer to your letter, whether

In answer to your excellency, I will state, (with 
the veracity which comports with the character of 
an honorable officer, in which class L rank myself,) 
that having arrived at this place, nearly at the 
close of the month of March preceding, and being 
inforined of what your excellency has communi- 
cated to me, (with this difference, that the fort, 
instead of being where you place it, is to be 
found on the eastern bank of the Appalichacola, at 
about fifteen miles from its mouth or entrance in 
to the sea;) I lost no time in proposing to my 
captain gtneral, the measures which appeared to 
me proper, as well for securing the inhabitants of 
the country under my commend, from the dama- 
wes, losses, and injuries which they have suffered, and ; 
stili suffer, from this establishment, as to prevent 
the American citizens, and the friendly Ladians of 
the neighborhood, from continuing to experience 
them. I have hitherto received no answer, and 
consequently your excellency, (who knows iow 
limited are the powers of a subordinate officer, ) 
cannot be surprised that I should make known to 
you, that although my mode of thinking exactly cor- 
responds with yours, as to dislodging the negroes 


or destroying it, and delivering the negroes who 
may be collected to their lawful owners, J 
shall not be able to act uatil | receive the orders of 
amy captain general, and the assistance necessary to 
enable me to undertake the enterprize, with a moral 
certainty of accomplisiiag the end. Lam persuad.- 
ed that the determination of the said chief can- 
not be long delayed; and, should it authorize me 
to act, your excellency may rest assured and per- 
suaded, that I will not lose an instant in adopting 
on my part, the most efficacious measures for cut. 
ting up by the root an evil, whichis felt to the Sull 
extent stated in your letier, by the inhabitants of this 
province, who are the subjects of my sovereign, 
and whose prosperity and tranquillity it is my 
duty to preserve and protect 

With this explanation, your before named letter 
may be considered as fully answered, as it gives 
me pleasure to understand, that thinking as your 
excellency thinks, with respect to the necessity 
of destroying the negroes, the fort at Apalachico- 
la, occupied by them, was not constructed by or- 
ders of the Spanish government; and that the ne- 
groes, although in part belonging to inhabitants | 
of this province, and, as rational beings, may be 
the subjects of the king my master, are deemed 
by me insurgents, or rebels against the authority, 
not ouly of his catholic majesty, but also of the 
proprietor, from whose service they have with- 
drawn themselves; some seduced by the English co- 
lonel Nicholls, major Woodbine, and their agents, 
and others from their inclination to run off. But 
as your excellency manifests a particular desire, 
that, in case the fort was not erected by Spanish 
authority, I should state by what authority, and 
by whose orders, it was erected, [ have no diffi 
culty in. satisfying your curiosity, by informing 
you, that I-have understood, ever since my arrival 
at this place, that the said fort, and another near 
the confluence of the Chatahouchee and Flint ri- 
vers, (which it appears no longer exist) were 














built bu the order of the before named colonel Nicholls. 
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i will not assure you that he did it under auth ori 
ty trom his government; but I can gay that he 
proceeded to place artillery, munitions and provisi vs 
in it, by the arrangement of vice admiral Malcolm, 
and, that when colonel Nicholls and the ‘isene 
of his detachment, after the conclusion of the a 
pedition agamst Louisiana withdrew from that 
point, he left orders with the negrees, totally conirar 
to the incontestible right of sovereignty, which Ps 
king my master exercises, from the line of the 34° 
of north latitude to the south. My predecessors 
in this government, lave given an account of all 
these actions to tue authorities on whoin they de. 
pended, that the satisfaction which the violation 
required might be demanded, by those on whom 
this duty devolves. : 

I think L have answered your excellency’s let- 
ter satisfactorily, and in terms which cannot leave 
a douot of the sincerity of my intentions in favor 
o} the common cause of the American and Spanis/: 
inhabitants; and that my present inaction does not 
proceed from a want of inclination. 1 likewise 
flatter myself, that, until my captain general de. 
cides, no steps willbe taken by the government 
of the United States, or by your excellency, which 
may be prejudicial to the sovereignty of the king 
my master, or the district of Apalachicola, which 
13a dependency of this government. And finally, 
I conclude by assuring your exceilency, that it 
will afford me particular satisfaction to have op- 
portunities of evincing my desire, not only to con. 
tribute, so faras depends on me, to the cementing 
of the good understanding which subsists between 
our respective governments, but also to prove to 
your exccilency, the high opinion [ entertain of 
your virtues and military talents. God preserve 
your excellency many years:

ed, and which are hereby directed to be sold; and 
any lands which shall have been sold prior to the 
day of next, and which shall thereafter 
revert, or become forfeited to the United States, 
for failure in making payment, shall not be sub- 
ject to entry at private sale, until such lands shall 
have been first, offered at public sale, in. the man- 
ner and on the terms provided, with respect to 
lands which shall revert, or become forfeited, be- 
fore that day. The public sale for which shall 
take place at such time as shall be designated for 
the purpose, by the proclamation of the Pre¢si- 
dent of the United States.” 

And in lieu thereof to insert the following: 

“'fhat where any person shall be actually set- 
tled on any quarter section of land which shall 
have been previously offered at public sale, and 
remain unsold, sich person shall, upon applica- 
tion to the register of the land office in the dis- 
trictin which the land may lie, be entitled, upon 
satisfactory proof thereof, to receive from said re- 
gister a license to remain on the said land for the 
term of five years; during which time, provided 
the saia settler shall continue to reside thereon, 
tie said land shall not be liable to be sold to any 
other person; but if the said settler shall, at any 
time within the said five years, and during his 
actual residence on said land, tender payment for 
the same, at the rate of an acre, with legal in- 
terest thereon, from the date of his license, and 
shall actually pay the same to the receiver, and 
produce his receipt as in other cases, the land 
shail be sold to the said settler, upon his making 
cath, before the register, that he has not pur- 
chased any other tract of land subsequent to the 
date of this license.” 

This motion was also decided in the negative, 
by yeas and nays, as follows:

Mr. Bassett moved then two amendments, the 
first, substantially, to compel the bank to redeem 
all its notes with specie, at whatever branch they 
might be presented for payment. The object of 
the secoud amendment was to prohibit -any di- 
rector of the bank, while acting as such, from 
dealing in the stock of the bank. Both proposi- 
tions were negatived by very large majorities; and 

The committee of the whole then rose, and re- 
ported their proceedings to the House; and 

‘The House adjourned. 
Thursday, February 25. 

The Speaker laid before the House a letter 
from the Secretary of the Treasury, in answer to 
a resolution of this House, of the 22d instant, as 
to the balances against the state banks which have 
been retained by the Bank of the United State, 
as special deposits; also a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, as to what part of the ba- 
lances transferred by the Treasury to the bank 
have been drawn from the bank by any depart- 
ment, between January and July, in 1817. 

The bill from the Senate to designate the bound- 
aries of districts and establish land offices for the 
disposal of the public lands not heretofore offered 
for sale in Ohio and Indiana; and the bill respect- 
ing the location of certain sections of lands to be 
granted for the seat of government of Indiana, 
were severally read the third time and passed, 
and returned to the Senate. 

The engrossed resolution requesting the Presi- 
dent of the United States to cause astronomical 
observations to be made to ascertain the longitude 
of the Capitol from any known meridian in Eu- 
rope, was read the third time, passed, and sent 
to the Senate. 
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The House proceeded to the consideration of 
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the report of the committee of the whole, on the 
subject of the Bank of tie United States. 

The first question in order was on concurring 
with the committee of the whole in their disa- 
grcement to the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee on the judiciary 
be instructed to report a bill to repeal the act, 
entitled * An act to incorporate the subscribers 
to the Bank of the United States,” passed April 
lu, 1.16 

The disagreement to this resolution was affirm- 
ed by the House. - 

‘the question was then taken on concurring 
with the committee of the whole House in disa- 
greeing to the following resolution, originally of 
fered by Mr ‘Trimble: 

Resolved by the Sencte and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United Siates of America, in Congress 
assembled, Vhat the attorney general of the Unit- 
ed States, in conjunction with the district attor- 
ney of Pennsylvania, shall immediately cause a 
scire facias to be issued, according to the 23d 
section of the -act “ To incorporate the subscri- 
bers to the Bank of the United States,” calling on 
the corporation created by the said act, to show 
éause wherefore the charter thereby granted shall 
not be declared forfeited; and that it shall be the 
duty of the said officers to cause such proceedings 
to be had in the premises as shall be necessary to 
obtain a final judgment thereon; for the expenses 
of which Congress will hereafter provide. 

The disagreement to this resolution was also 
affirmed by the House. 

So the House concurred with the committee of 
the whole in rejecting both resolutions. 

The House then took up the amendments re- 
ported by the committee to the bill “ to entorce 
those provisions of the act to incorporate the sub- 
scribers to the Bank of the United States, which 
relate to the right of voting for directors.” 

Mr. Pindall moved to commit the bill to the 
judiciary committee, with instructions to amend 
the same by additional sections—l1st, to prohibit 
usury, and declare its punishment when commit- 
ted by the Bank of the United States, or its 
branches, or directors, or officers, and to pre- 
scribe the method of prosecuting for that offence; 
Qdly, to prohibit the establishment or continu 
ance, by the bank, of offices of discount or depo. 
sit, in any state, after the Ist of February, 1820, 
unless by the consent of the legislature of such 
state. 

Some discussion arose on this proposition, and 
had proceeded a short time; when 

Mr. Harrison, from a desire to get rid of a sub. 
ject likely to consume yet a great deal more of 
the time of the iiouse, and to proceed to subjects 
of absolute necessity, moved to pustpone the bill 
and amendments indefinitely. This motion was 
lost; and 

The question on Mr. Pindall’s motion was de- 
cided in the negative, by a large majority. 

‘Lhe Hc .se proceeded with the consideration of 
the amendments—all of which were eventually 
agreed to—and in discussing and disposing of va

It is seldom that we have had so acceptable an 
office to perform, as that of announcing to our 
readers the unanimous ratification, by the Senate, 
of a treaty of Amity, settlement, and Limits, be- 
tween the United States and Spain, as recently 
concluded at this place, by Mr. Secretary Adams 
and Don Luis de Onis. 

As the treaty, though ratified on our part, will 
not be promulgated Officially until it has also been 
ratified by the sovereign of Spain, we shall state 
the principal provisions, as distinctly as we have 
heen able to ascertain them, of this important in- 
sirument,

These are the essential provisions of the Trea-

It is probable that Mr. Forsyru, our newly ap- 
pointed Minister to Spain, will be the bearer of 
this Treaty, and that the ratifications will be ex- 
changed long before the commencement of the 
next session of Congress: in’ contemplation of 
which event, it is probable that Congress will, 


before they adjourn, pags an act authorizing the. 
Executive-to reccivé the surrender of the Provin- 


ces of Florida from the Spanish authorities, and 
to establish an independent government therein. 

‘We felicitate the country on this amicable and 
satisfactory termination of the tedious, and hith- 
erto unpleasant negotiations with Spain. The 
attainment of either 0. the three objects, the ces- 
sion of Florida, the settlement of the Western 
boundary, or the recognition and provision for the 
adjustment of the claims of our citizens on Spain, 
would have been considered as an epoch in the 
history of our foreign relations. The union of 
the three will make this Treaty trebly acceptable 
to the American people. 

It terminates the only existing controversy with 
any of the European powers. [t rounds off our 
southern possessions, and forever precludes fo- 
reign emissaries from stirring up Indians to war 
and Negroes to rebellion, whilst it gives to the 
Southern country important outlets to the sea. It 
adjusts the vast western boundary, acknowledging 
the United States to be sovereign, under the ir 
therto coutested Louisiana treaty, over all the ter- 
ritory we ever seriousiy contended for. In a 
word, it tsa treaty than which the most sanguine 
have not anticipated one much more favorable:
